FLUID   MILK    PRICES    JN   CITY  MARKETS 
FOR  JULY  1944 

Fluid  milk  markets  remained  relatively  quiet  "but  firm  in  early  July,  according  to  reports  re- 
ceived by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  milk  distributors,  cooperating  agen- 
cies, market  administrators  and  others.    Dealers'  buying  prices  for  Class  1  milk  were  up  slight- 
ly in  a  few  markets  but  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole  the  average  price  paid  remained  the 
s>ame  as  in  early  June.    The  major  changes'  in  prices  paid  by  dealers  occurred  in  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis  where  the  Class  1  price  advanced  from  $3.05  per  hundredwe ight  to  $3.18,  effective 
July  1,    Also  effective  July  1,  the  Class' 1  price  in  Miami, .Florida  advanced  9  cents  per  hun- 
dredth ight  for  4,2  percent  milk,  but  the  allowance  per  one  tenth  of  one  percent  butterfat  varia- 
tion was  changed  from  3  cents  to  5  cents  which  resulted  in  a  decline  of  5  cents  per  hundredweight 
in  the  price  when  adjusted  to  a  3.5  percent  butterfat  basis.    Retail  prices  for  milk  delivered 
to  homes  and  the  price  at  stores  remained  the  same  as  a  month  earlier. 

In  early  July,  dealers  in  123  cities  paid  an  average  of  $3.23  per  hundredweight  for  Class  1  milk 
testing  3,5  percent  butterfat.    This  is  the  same  as  a  month  earlier,  and  compares  with  $3»19  in 
July  last  year  and  the  5-year  (1938-42)  July  average  of  $2.32.    The  average  price  paid  in  early  . 
July  in  New  England  and  the  East  North  Central  States  was  1  cent  higher  than  in  early  June,  but 
these  increases  were  not  enough  to  change  the  United  States  average,  compared  with  a  month  ear- 
lier.   The  retail  price  paid  by  consumers  in  25  cities  averaged  14,92  cents  per  quart  in  early 
July,  the  same  as  last  month  and  every  month  thus"  far  in  1944.    The  July  retail  price  of  14,92 
cents  compares  with  14,84  cents  a  year  earlier  and  the  5-year  (1938-42)  July  average  of  12.60 
cents  per  quart. 

In  early  July,  the  War  Food  Administration  revised  the  sales  quotas  under  WFO-79,  leaving  fluid 
milk  at  100  percent  of  the  base  period,  but  revising  milk  by-products  and  cream  to  90  percent 
of  the  base  period.    In  the  Quad  Cities  (ill.-Iowa)  area,  the  War  Food  Administration  has  with- 
drawn' the  proposed  Amendments  to  the  Federal  Order  regulating  milk  marketing,  following  a  vote 
in  which  two-thirds  of  the  producers  failed  to  approve  the  proposals.    In  late  June,  farmers 
in  the  Suburban  Chicago  area  were  to  vote  on  a  proposed  order  regulating  milk  marketing  in  that 
area.    Under  the  proposed  order  milk  would  be  divided  into  4  classes  according  to  use,  with 
provisions  for  price  differentials.    Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Federal  Order  regulating  milk 
marketing  in  the  Cincinnati  area  provide  for  increasing  the  price  of  Class  1  milk  from  $3.55 
to  $3»80  per  hundredweight  except  when  the  price  of  Class  3  (manufacturing)  drops  to  $2.85  or 
less,  in  which  case,  the  Class  1  price  would  automatically  revert  back  to  $3,55.    An  increase 
of  25  cents  (to  $3,35)  in  the  Class  2  price  also  is  provided  until  such  time  as  the  Class  3 
price  drops  to  $2.85  or  less,  in  which  case,  the  Class  2  price  would  revert  back  to  $3.10  per 
hundredweight.    In  the  Philadelphia  area,  proposed  changes  provide,  among  other  things,  for  an 
increase  of  about  20  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  price  of  milk  used  to  make  cream  and  other 
usual  Class  2  products  and  for  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  milk  used  to  make  "surplus"  Class  2 
products;  for  establishing  all  differentials  for  place  of  receipt  of  milk  in  terms  of  Class  1 
milk  or  Class  2  milk  and  to  provide  for  producers  differentials  to  reflect  those  allowed  to 
handlers;  and  for  the"  producer  butterfat  differential  to  be  increased  from  4  to  5  cents  a  point. 
Exceptions  to  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Cincinnati  market  had  to  be  submitted  to  the  War 
Food  Administration  not  later  than  July  2  and  in  the  Philadelphia  market  by  July  18. 

Total  milk  production  on  farms  in  the  United  States  during  June  was  12.5  billion  pounds — slight- 
ly less  than  in  June  last  year  and  also  below  the  June  1942  production.    But,  with  these  ex- 
ceptions, it  is  the  highest  of  record  for  that  month.    The  seasonal  increase  compared  with  May 
was  not  quite  as  sharp  this  year  as  it  was  a  year  ago.    This  years'  peak  flush  period  came  in 
early  June,  a  few  days  ahead  of  that  of  last  year.    The  number  of  cows  milked  continues  to  be 
about  2  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  but  owing  to  a  smaller  percentage  of  cows  :  Iked, 
and  a  deteriorating  green  feed  situation,  the  flow  of  milk  per  cow  in  herd  averaged  lover  for 
June  than  last  year.    The  cumulative  total  of  milk  production  during  the  first  6  months  of

FLUID  MILK    PRICES    IN   CITY  MARKETS 
EOR  AUGUST  1944  1 

Fluid  milk  markets  in  early  August  continued  the  quiet  "but  firm  tone  that  has 
characterized  milk  markets  generally  during  the  last  several  months  according  to 
reports  to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,    At  $3.24  per  cwt.  the  August  aver- 
age price  paid  producers  "by  distributors  in  123  representative  markets,  adjusted  to 
a  3.5  percent  "butterfat  has  is,  was  unchanged  from  the  previous  month's  average 
(revised),  hut  was  4  cents  per  cwt.  higher  than  the  average  of  a  year  earlier,  Pre- 
vailing  retail  price  of  milk  delivered  at  consumers1  homes  in  25-  representative 
cities  also  remained  unchanged,  the  average  of  14.92  cents  per  quart  "being  the  same 
as  the  average  that  has  prevailed  in  every  month  since  the  hegiiming  of  the  year. 

Of  all  the  markets  covered  "by  the  Department  in  its  August  survey  of  fluid  milk 
prices,  only  one  showed  an  increase  in  price  over  the  previous  month.    This  was 
Winona,  Minn.,  with  an  increase  of  25  cents,  making  the  August  price  $3.15  per  cwt. 
Due,  however,  to  an  increase  at  the  same  time  in  the  "basic  fat  test  from  3.8  percent 
to  4  percent,  the  increase  for  milk  testing  3.5  percent  was  only  15  cents  per  cwt. 
Retail  prices  increased  1  cent  per  quart  on  "both  store  and  home  delivery. 

A  change  in  price  as  of  the  first  of  July,  received  too  late  for  inclusion  in  the 
July  release  of  this  report,  was  that  for  St.  Louis,  Mo.    The  Class  1  price  inithat 
market  was  raised  31  cents  per  cwt.  as  of  that  date.    No  change  was  made  in  retail 
prices. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has  announced  that  the  quotas  limiting  the  sale  of  fluid 
milk,  cream  and  milk  "by-products,  will  he  the  same  in  August  as  in  July  except  for 
a  reduction  in  the  cream  quota.    This  means  that  in  August  milk  distrihutors  will  he 
permitted  to  sell  100  percent  as  much  fluid  milk  as  they  sold  in  the  hase  period  of 
June,  1943,  90  percent  as  much  milk  hy-products,  such  as  chocolate  milk,  "buttermilk, 
cottage  cheese,  etc.,  and  75  percent  as  much  cream.     In  July  the  cream  quota  was  90 
percent  of  the  hase  period.    The  August  cream  quota  represents  a  return  to  the  limi- 
tation that  prevailed  from  the  time  the  conservation  program  was  initiated  in, Octo- 
ber, 1943,  until  this  year's  heavy  spring  flush  of  milk  production  resulted  in  a 
temporary  modification. 

The  only  exception  to  these  quotas  will  he  in  the  southern  States  where  the  cream 
and  hy-products  quotas  have  heen  averaged  into  one  quota  which' will  permit  dealers 
in  these  States  to  sell  85  percent  as  much  milk  in  cream  and  hy-products  as  a  group 
as  they  did  in  June,  1943. 

Beginning  August  15,  1944,  the  War  Food  Administration  will  hold  a  public  hearing  in 
New  York  City  to  discuss  a  series  of  proposed  amendments  to  the  Federal  order  regu- 
lating the  handling  of  milk  in  the  New  York  metropolitan  milk-marketing  area.  Sev- 
eral provisions  of  the  present  order  will  he  discussed,  hut  an  amendment  which  would 
change  the  "basic  level  of  prices  for  fluid  milk  and  cream  to  he  sold  in  the  narketin? 
area  will  hot  "be  considered. 

Milk  production  in  July  was  estimated  at  11,625,000,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of  1  per- 
cent compared  with  the  production  of  July  last  year.    On  August  1  milk  production 
per  cow  was  around  3  percent  lower  than  on  the  same  date  last  year,  hut  this  de-^ 
crease  was  partially  offset  "by  a  2  percent  increase  in  cow  numbers.    Because  of  a 
rather  severe  drought  in  certain  sections  of  the  country,  the  August  1  pasture  con- 
ditions were  considerahly  less  favorahle  than  on  August  l.last  year,  hut  somewhat 
ahove  the  1933-42  August  1  average.

Fluid  milk" markets  during  the  first  half  of  September  were  steady  to  firm.  Supplies 
in  most  markets  'showed  a  seasonal  decline,  but  owing  to  some  pick  up  in  production 
because  of  improved  pastures  in  late  August  ^nd  early  September ,  appeared  generally 
to  be  eoual  to  the  demand.     In  a  few  markets  some  small  diversion  of  fluid  milk  and 
crean  for  manufacturing  uses  was  reported. 

Relatively  few  changes  in  either  prices  received  by  producers  or  paid  by  consumers 
have  occurred  since  the  release  of  the  August  issue  of  this  report.     On  August  12, 
the  War  Food  Administration,  f ollbwing 'the  approval  , of  a  proposed  amendment  by  more 
than  the  required  two-thirds  of  the  producers  voting  on  a  referendum,  issued  an 
amendment  to  the  order  regulating  the  marketing  of  milk  in  the  Cincinnati,  Ohio 
milk  shod.     This  Amendment  provided  for  ?n  increase  in  the  price  of  Class  I  (fluid) 
milk  from  53.55  to  $3.80  per  hundredweight,  effective  August  16,  1944.     The  War 
Food  Administration  also  authorized  an  increase  in  the  price  of  Class  II  milk,  used 
mainly  for  cream,  from  $3.10  to  $3,35  per  hundredweight. 

Other  price  changes  reported  since  the  August  issue  include  s  10  cent  increase  per 
hundredweight  in  the  Class  I  milk  for  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  and  Lexington,  Kentucky, 
with  the  effective,  date  not  specified,-  and  increases  of  7  cents  and  5  cents  per 
hundredweight  for  St.  Paul-Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  and  Akron,  Ohio,  respectively, 
both  changes  becoming  effective  on  September  1,  1944.    An  increase  of  1  cent  per 
quart  in  the  retail  price  of  both  home-delivered  and  store-sold  milk  was  also  re- 
ported for  Lexington,  Kentucky.  ' 

The  average  price  paid  by  dealers  in  123  representative  markets  in  early  September 
for  Class  I  milk  was  $3.25  per  hundredweight,  an  increase  of  1  cent  per  hundred- 
weight over  the  August  average  of '$3.54.    At  14..92  cents  per  quart ,  the  average 
price  of  home-delivered  milk  in  25  of  the  most  important  representative  markets  was 
unchanged.  ■'  V-' 

Total  milk/ product  ion  in  August  was  estimated  at  2  percent  below  that  of  August  last 
year.    Hot  dry  weather  and  short  pastures  in  the  East  North  ,Centr,al  ;States  was  <» 
largely  responsible  for  this  drop.     Generous  rains  in  late  August  anjd  early  Sep- 
tember in  most  of  the  East  North  Central  States,  accompanied  by  cooler  weather,  re- 
sulted in  a  sharp  improvement  in  pasture  conditions,  and  as  a  result  some  of  the 
August  loss  in  milk  production  was  regained.     So*  far,  in  September  conditions, 
generally  have  been  favorable  for  milk  production  and  ample  supplies  for  the 
September  milk  markets  are  anticipated*

FLUID   MILK    PRICES    IN   CITY  MARKETS 
FOE  OCTOBER  1944 


Fluid  milk  markets -remained  quiet  but  firm  during  the  early  part  of  October,  accord- 
ing to  reports  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.    The  demand  for  fluid 
uilk  continues  strong  with  whole  milk  and  whole  milk  products  in  general  still  in 
tight  supply.    There  were  only  a  few  minor  changes  in  prices  since  the  September  re- 
port.    Dealers'  buying  prices  for  Class  1  milk,  tesing  3.5  percent  butt erf at,  aver- 
aged $3.25  in  123  representative  markets,  the  same  as  in  early  September  and  com- 
pared with  i?3,23  in  the  early  part  of  October  1943,    The  retail  price  also  remains 
unchanged,  averaging  14,92  cents  per  quart  for  milk  delivered  to  homes,  which  is  the 
same  price  that  has  prevailed  during  each  month  of  1944. 

On  September  29,  the  War  Food  Administration  announced  that  the  quotas  limiting  the 
sale  of  cottage,  pot,  and  baker's  cheese  to  100  percent  of  the  quantity  sold  in  June 
1943,  were  to  be  eliminated, eff ective  October  1,  1944.     Limitations  on  cottage  cheese 
ivere  removed  rather  than  those  on  other  by-products,'  since  the  use  of  nonfat  milk 
solids  in  buttermilk  and  chocolate  drink  is  dependent  on  local  health  regulations 
and  also  because  these  products  use  a  higher  proportion  of  butterfat^  compared  with 
the  quantity  of  nonfat  milk  solids,  than  does  cottage  cheese.     Other  governmental 
actions  effecting  the  marketing  of  fluid  milk  includes  caEling  of  a  public  hearing 
to  be  conducted  at  Dayton,  Ohio  on  October  18,  to  consider  a  proposed  order  which 
would  regulate  milk  marketing  in  the  Dayton- Springfield  area.     In  the  Philadelphia 
area,  proposed  amendments  to  the  Federal  Order  regulating  milk  marketing  have  been 
withdrawn  but  alternate  proposals  for  a  new  hearing  are  to  be  -prepared.  Beginning 
October  1,  milk  marketing  in  the  Clinton,  Iowa  area  will  be  regulated  under  a  Federal 
Order  issued  by  the  War  Food  Administration,  following  approval  of  the  order  by  more 
than  the  required  two— thirds  of  eligible  farmers  voting  in  a  referendum. 

Milk  production  on  the  farms  in  the  United  Stat.es  during  September  was  estimated  at 
9,4  billion  pounds,  or  about  1  percent  more  than  the  9.3  billion  pounds  produced  dur-» 
ing  that  month  last  year.     September  was  the  first  month  since  May  this  year  in  which 
';otal  milk  production  exceeded  that  of  a, year  earlier.    During  the  three  preceding 
lOnths — June,  July,  August— production  was  lower  than  in  the  comparable  months  of 
x943.     The  cumulative  production  during  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  totals 
93.0  billion  pounds,  compared  with  93,2  billion  pounds  during  the  comparable  months 
last  year.     Daily  milk  production  per  cow  on  October' 1  was  about  2  percent  higher 
tnan  on  that  date  last  year  and  3  percent  above  the  October  1  average.

FLUID   MILK    PRICES    IN    CITY  MARKETS 
FOR  NOVEMBER  1944 

Prices  in  fluid  milk  markets  were  firm  during  early  November,  reports  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  indicate,    November  dealers'  buying  price  averagin- 
gs.26  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5  percent  butterfat  in  Class  1,  was  1 
cent -higher  than  the  average  price  reported  for  the  same  123  markets  during  October. 
Improved  milk  supplies  in  most  markets  were  ample  to  meet  the  continued  strong  de- 
mand for  fluid  consumption.     Prevailing  retail  prices  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  in 
25  cities  were  unchanged  at  14.92  cents  per  quart,  which  is  the  price  which  has  beer 
shown  each  month  during  the  present  year. 

Changes  in  dealers,'  buying  prices  were  scattered  and  few.    Lexington,  Kentucky,  re- 
ported an  increase  in  the  flat  price  of  10  cents  to  $3.60  per  hundredweight  for  milk 
testing  4.5  percent  butterfat  effective  date  not  reported.     Class  1  price  in  the  St. 
Paul-Minneapolis  area  was  reduced  from  $3.25  per  hundredweight  during  October  to 
$3.18  per  hundredweight  during  November  in  accordance  with  ceiling  prices  establish- 
ed by  OPA. 

WFA  has  announced  that  quotas  limiting  cottage,  pot  and  bakers'  cheese  to  100  percent 
of  the  quota  sold  in  June  were  eliminated  October  1,  1944.     Furthermore,  the  quotas 
limiting  the  sales  of  milk,  cream  and  milk  byproducts  for'  November  were  set  by  WFA 
at  100  percent,  75  percent,  and  100  percent  respectively  of  June  1943  sales.

(1)  Restore  to  local  administrators  of  WFO  79  the  authority  to  transfer  the 
milk  byproducts  quota  to  milk  and  cream  quotas  on  the  same  basis  that  these  trans- 
fers were  permitted  up  to  September  of  this  year,  but  subject  to  two  limitations 
which  did  not  apply. in  the  past;  i.  e.   (a)  that, not  more  than  10  percent  of  the  milk 
solids  sold  in  fluid  milk  in  June,  1943,  shall  be  transferred  from  byproducts  to 
milk;  and  (b)  that  transfers  of  milk  solids  to  cream  do  not  bring  an  increase  in  but 
terfat  sold  in  cream  of  more  than  15  percent  of . the  quantity  of  butterfat  sold  in 
cream  in  June,  1943.    As'heretofore  provided,  transfers  will  not  be  permitted  to  re- 
sult in  the  sale  of  a  fluid  volume  of  cream  greater  than  was  sold  in  June  1943. 

(2)  Permit,  market  agents  to  establish  quotas  on  the  use  of  milk  solids  in  mill 
byproducts  included  under  the  order  at  100  percent  of  the  quantity  used  in  cottage 
cheese,  skim  milk,  buttermilk,  chocolate  drink  and  other  flavored  milk  drinks  in 
June,  1943.     This  is  equal  to  the  quota  that,  was  in  effect  during  August  and  Septem- 
ber.      .     .  .  .  . 

A  milk  hearing  on  a  proposed  milk  market  order  for  the  Dayton-Springfield,  Ohio  arec 
is  to  be  held  November  28,  1944.     The  purpose  of  the  hearing  is* to  consider  propo- 
sals for  the  enlargement  of  the  marketing  area  to  include  Urbana  and  Xenia,  Ohio  and 
their  suburbs;  to  consider  an  individual  delivered  pool  rather  than  a  market  wide 
pool;  to  consider  a  classification  and  pricing  of  milk  based  on  its  separate  compo- 
nents of  skim  milk  and  butterfat;  and  to  consider  formulas  on  which  prices  of  Class 
1  (fluid)  milk  and  Class  II  (used  to  make  fluid  cream)  would  be  based.

Fluid  milk  markets  in  early  December  retained  their  quiet  but  f irm  tone  of  the  past  several  months, 
according  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.    A  mild,  open  fall  together  with;  a  bet-- 
ter  feed  supply  situation  than  at  this  time  last  year,  is  keeping  milk' production  up  above  its 
corresponding  level  of  late. 1943,    Milk  markets  in  general  have  therefore  been  able  to  ;keep 
abreast  of  the  continued  strong  demand  in  contrast  to  the  situation  that  existed  towards  the  close 
of  last  year  in  -some  areas  because  of  relatively  short  supply*  i   ,  ♦  'V.'f? 

Changes'  in  price*  in  "a  few  markets  have  occurred  since  the  last  issue  of  this  report,  but'  none  of 
them  are  significant.    The  Class'  I  price  of  3.3  pereent  milk  in  Everett,  Washington,  advanced  15 
cents  per  hundredweight,  effective  November  16,  and,  because  of  a  change  in  the  butterfat  differ- 
ential, 18  cents  per  hundredweight-  en  3.5  percent  milk.    At  CharlestonE  West  Virginia,  the  Class  I 
price  for  4  pe.rcentT.milk  was  increased  5  cents  per'  hundredweight  as  of  December  1,  but  because  of 
a  change  in  fat  differential  the  increase  on  3.5  percent  milk  amounted  to  only  4  cents  per  hun- 
dredweight.   The  only  market  to  show  a  decreased  price  was  St.  .Paul  and  Minneapolis,  Minnesota, 
where  on  December  1  the  Class  I  price  was  down  6  cents  per  hundredweight.    None  of  the  foregoing 
changes  were  accompanied  by  changot1  J.n  retail  prices. 

The  few  changes  in  the  Class  I  price  reported  for  December  had,  no  effect  upon  the  national  average 
price  paid  for  milk- of  that  class,  which,  measured  by  report's ,"from  124  representative  markets,  re- 
mained at  $3.26  per  hundredweight'.  This  average,  however,  was  3  cents  per  hundredweight  more  than 
the  December  average  of  last  year.  Retail  prices  in  25  representative  markets  averaged  14.9  cents 
per  quart,  making  December-  the  twelfth  consecutive  month  to  show  no  change  in  the  average  retail 

price.  ••

Effective  November  11,  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  authorized  the  retail  ceiling  price  of 
fluid  .milk  raised       12  cents  per  quart  in  towns  of  less  than  10,000  population  in  Illinois,  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota-,  *Ncrrth«Dakata,  South  Dakota,  Iowa,  and  Nebraska.    Previous  to  that  date  the 
ceiling  price  was  11  cents  per  quart*.    The  OPA  also  authorized  an  increase  in  the  wholesale  price 
of  milk  from  9  to  10  cents  per  quart  in  the  same  towns.    The  purpose  of  this  increase  was  to 
equalize  the  differences  in  the  price  of  milk  between  the  large  and  small  towns  in  those  areas  in 
order,  to  slow  down  the  diversion  of  milk  that  was  draining  many  of  the  smaller  communities  of 
the"ir  loeal  supply,- 

Milk  production  in  ^November  is  estimated  to ' have,  been  5  percent  above  the  short  production  of  No- 
vember last  year,  and  was  the  highest  November  production  of  record,.".;  Production  per  cow  on  Decem- 
ber 1  was  substantially  higher  than  that  of  the  same  date  in  1943  and^approximately  the  same  as 
the  relatively  "feigh.  December  1  production  of  1942,    Because  of  the  increased  number  of  milk  cows 
on  farms,  total  milk  production,  on -December  1  was  well  above  that  of;vboth  1942  and  1943.  The 
prospects  are  favorable  for  a  continued  high  level  of  milk*  flow  .throughout  the : remaining  winter 
months."   Current  prices  for  fluid  milk,  combined  with  dairy  production.' payments,  have  resulted  in 
a  more  profitable  relation .between*  dairy  returns  and  feed  costs  than  existed  at  this  time  last 
year,  •  . 

On  November  28,  the  War  Food  Administration  announced  that  following  approval  by  more  than  2/3  of 
the  eligible  producers  voting  in  a  recent  referendum,  the  order  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in 
the  Louisville,  Kentucky  market  had  been  amended.-   -The  amendments,  none  of  which  were  expected  to 
require  any  adjustment  in  retail  prices  became  "eff  ective  .on  December  1,-1944.    The  War  Food  Admin- 
istration also  announced  the  suspension  of  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  -Order  regulating  the  mar- 
keting of  milk  in  Washington,  D.  C.  which  required  all  handlers  in  the  market  to  pool  certain 
costs  incurred  in  purchasing  "emergency  milk"  needed  for  fluid  sales  in  that  area.     It  was  said 
that  such  provisions  were  no  longer  necessary  to  promote  the  orderly  marketing  of  milk  in  that 
market.'    The  WFA  further  announced  that  as  soon  as  administrative  determination  had  been  made  that 
such  payments  are  necessary,  it  would  make  special  payments  to  milk  handlers  in  the  Cincinnati, 
Ohio  market,  as  of  December  1,  1944,     It  was; said  that  such  payments  would  enable  distributors  to 
absorb .an  increase  of  25  cents  per- hundredweight  in  the  price  which  they  must  pay  milk  producers 
as  authorized  by  an  amendment  to;tne  Cincinnati  Order  on  August  16,  without  a  corresponding  ad- 
justment; in  retail  prices  to  absorb  the  increase.    On  December  6  the  WFA  advised  that  the  public 
hearing  which  had  been  scheduled  in  Columbus.'  Ohio  for  December  14,  to  consider  a  proposed  order 
to  regulate  the  handling  of  milk  in  that  market,  had  been  postponed  until  January '23,  1945.  The 
hearing  had 'been  called  at  the  request  of-.  the--Central  Ohio  Cooperative  Milk  Producers,  Inc.,  which 
claims  that  existing  measures  to  stabilize  the  marketing  of  milk  in  the  Columbus  area  are  proving
